of the matter is that this dofinition is only 
applicable to the ideal church, or, as it is 
termed, the invisible church. The defini- 
tion will not fit any visible organization, 
called by any special name. It is true of 
that church comprising the whole body of 
believers, the company of persone in all 
ages-and places who havo ca led upon the 
Name of the Lord. If this definition were 
applied to any visible organization it would 
need to be corrected and modified by a fur- 
ther statement —not only one, but various; 
haying divergent forms and, therefore, 
many ; holy, indeed, yet marked by imper- 
fections ; not yet ** without spot or blem- 
ish ;" catholic, or universal, yet local 
besides. ‘There was a real church in 
Corinth, in Antioch and in Jerusalem. 
There ‘ought to be a church of God in

OSLER DEFAULTED. 


Great Lawyer Believed in Ponton’s 
Innocence. 


Toronto, Ont., Sept. 23.—Now that the 
Ponton trial is over there is much com- 
ment on the unexpected mildness of Mr, 
B. B. Osler in conducting the prosecution. 
Neither his opening address to the jury, 
his examination of the witnesses por his 
summing up was done with his usual tren- 
chancy, and, moreover, a great purt of the 
evidence was eliminated which counted 
against Ponton in the last trial. His clos- 
ing words to the jury, intimating that he 
would rather they would settle the case 
than he, are taken to indicate a desire that 
Ponton might be acquitted. Those who 
are not looking for motives siy ‘hat the 
eminent lawyer has a heart in the right 
place, and that,in his case, duty and inclin- 
ation were at war with each other. Interest 
in the matter now shifts to the question 
whether or not Ponton will re-institute his 
civil action against the Dominion Bank for 
damages. ‘There was, it will be remem- 
bered, a $50,090 suit begun by Ponton 
against the bank, but it was dismissed on 
the ground that it would be monstrous to 
try such an action before the main issue 
was threshed out in the criminal process. 
An attempt to restore it to the list, just 
before the last trial, was unsuccessful for 
the same reason. Now that Ponton is 
adjudged guiltless there is nothing to pre- 
yent him bringing a new action against the 
bank; but it is stated on good authority 
that no such case will be instituted and 
that there is a tacit agreement that all par- 
ties will let the matter stand where it has 
just ended. 

In viow of everything it is unlikely that 
public sentiment will tolerate the ten-year 
sen‘ence of imprisonment given to Robert 
Mackie at the previous trial. A petition 
is already in circulation for a reduction of 
this term and there is no doubt of it being 
numerously signed and favorably consider- 
ed when it is forwarded co the Minister of 
Justice. The reduction of the sentence is 
not unprecedented and, going by contrar- 
ies, so to speak, people still have in mind 
what was done in the caso of Tom Buck- 
ley, who liad his seatence increased from 
five to fifteen years because public opinion 
balked at its lightness, Many people give 
Pare, the arch-burglar, credit for more 
brains than he really possesses. Tho 
scheme of setting the Crown at defiance 
and putting it between the alternative of a 
tedious and expensive trial—nith a pos- 
sible recantation of his whole story - and a 
short term of imprisonment really origina- 
ted with W. G. Wilson, of Napanee, who 
acted as counsel for Mackie at the previous 





trial. He reasoncd that a short 
term for Pare was so _ outrageous 
that his client must benefit by 


the public resentment and obtain a mitiga- 
tion of his sentence. The plan was com- 
municated to Roach when he was brought 
down to give his evidence and was trans- 
mitted by him to Pare, who put it in opera- 
cion successfully. 

Ponton will not continue’ to sell cigars 
fora living.

In conclusion she tender- 
ed her resignation as President. 

Mrs. R J. Bell, Treasurer of the Hospital 
Board presented her report which showed 
that during the year the receipts were 
from all sources $3,331.69, an increase of

Queensland and New Zealand WUL

London, Oct. 6.—(Montreal Star 
cable).—Queensland and New Zea- 
land have taken precedence of Can- 
ada in coming to the aid of the Em- 
pire in South Africa. Their definite 
and official Government offers of 200 
troops in the case of Queensland and 
250 in the case of New Zealand have 
been officially accepted by the Impe- 
rial Government. The troops are to 
be fully equipped and at the disposal 
of the British commander in Cape 
Town by Oct, 31. 

To this extent Canada seems to 
have been momentarily forestalled by 
Australia in her proud position as 
pioneer of the Empire. 

As cabled on Tuesday, the 
dian Government has made no for- 
mal offer yet, but has, in a letter 
from Sir Wilfrid Laurier to Hon. Mr. 
Chamberlain, practically invited sug- 
gestions. The original idea was a 
force of 1,000 from Canada. The Can- 
adian Government has now, however, 
been advised that should Canada de- 
sire to place at the disposal of the 
British commander at Cape Town by 
Oct. 831, four fighting units, num- 
bering 500 in all, infantry preferred, 
the Imperial Government will accept 
the offer with the sincerest gratitude 
and the fullest appreciation of the 
high Imperial aims dictating the pro- 
posal. é 

In official circles generally the 
practical solidarity of the Empire, 
when the Empire's interests are at 
stake is regarded as of the highest 
Significance, in face of the Empire's 
enemies all the world over. The pro- 
posal jis that these 500 Canadians 
should be officered by one Major, 
With captains and subalterns. 

The desire in selecting the numbers 
is to ensure that each colonial unit 
shall have what a soldier always 
prays for, the best possible show in 
the fighting.

ping, like the Constitution or the Al- 
liance or the Constellation, that 
have swung into the naval yards to 
spend their last days, their decks 
how all silent of the feet that trod 
them, their rigging all silent of the 
hands that clung to them, their 
portholes silent of the brazen throata 
that once thundered out of them, 

If in the first century, when war 
vessels were dependent on the oars 
that paddled at the side of them for 
propulsion, my text was suggestive, 
with how much more emphasis and 
ineaning and overwhelming reminis- 
cence We can cry out as we see the 
Kearsarge lay across the bows of 
the Alabama and sink it. 

Tull justice has heen done to the 
inen who at different times fought 
on the land, but not enough has 
been said of those who on ship's 
deck dared and suffered all things. 
Lord God of the rivers and the sea, 
help me in this sermon! £0 ye ad- 
inirals, commanders, captains, pilots, 





gunners, boatswains, sailmakers, 
surgeons, stokers, messmates and 
seamen of all names, to use your 


own parlance, we might as well get 
under way and stand out to sea, 
Tet all landlubbers go ashore. Full 
speed now! Four bells! 

IT recite to-day the deeds of our 
naval heroc many of whom have 
not yet received appropriate recog- 
nition. “Behold also the ships." Ag 
we will never know what our na- 
tional prosperity is worth until we 
realize what it costs, I recall the un- 
recited fact that the men of the navy 
in all our wars ran especial risks 
They had not only the human weap- 
onry to contend with, but the tides, 
the fog, the storm. Not like other 
ships could they run into harbor at 
the approach of an equinox or a cy- 
clone or a hurricane, because the har- 


















































bors were hostile. A miscalculation 
of a tide might leave thom on a bar, 
and o fog might overthrow all the 
plans of wis commodore and ad- 
miral, and the accident might leave 
them not on the land ready for an 
ambulance, but at the bottom of the 
sea, a8 When in our civil war the 
torpedo boat blew up the Tecumseh 
in Mobile bay and nearly all on 
board perished. They were at the 
mercy of the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans, Which have no mercy. Such 
tempests as wrecked the Spanish ar- 
mada might any day swoop upon the 
squadron, No hiding behind the 
exrthworks, no digging in of cavalry 
purs at the sound of retreat. Might 
jer than all the fortresses on all the 
coasta is the ocean when it bom- 
bards a flotilla 

In tho cemeteries for Federal and 
Confederate dead are the bodies of 
most of those who fell on the land 
But where tt are Who went down 
in the war will not be known 
until the sea gives up its dead. The 
Jack ‘Taras knew that while loving 
arms might carry the men who fell 
on tho land and bury them with sol 
on liturgy and the honors of war 
for the bodica of those who dropped 
from the ratlines into the sea or 
Went down 1 oll on board under 
the troke gunboat there re 
matnod the k and the whale and 
the ondless tossing of the sea which 
cannot rest, Once a year, in the 
decoration of the graves, those who 
fell in the land were remembered 
But how about the graves of those 
who nt down @t 49a?

shattered mirrors and destroyed fur- 
niture, steering Wheel broken, smoke- 


stack crushed, a hundred pound 

Whitworth rifle shot having loft its 
mark from port to starboard, the 
shrouds rent away, ladders splint- 
ered and decks plowed up and smoke- 
blackened and scalded corpses lying 
among those Who are gasping their 
last gasp far away from home and 
kindred, whom they love as much us 
we love wife and parents and chil- 
dren 

It is considered a gallant thing 
when in a naval fight the flagship 
With its blue ensign goes ahead vp a 
river or into a bay, its admiral 
standing in the shrouds watching 
and giving orders, But I have to 
tell you, O veterans of the American 
navy, if you are as loyal to Christ 
as you were to the government, 
there is a flagship sailing ahead of 
you of which Christ is the adlsurdl, 
and he Watches from the shrouds, 
and the keavens ure the blue consign, 
and he leads you toward the harbor, 
sed mbt Pha Droaanidem St Saztes mire 
hell cannot damage you, ana ye 
whose garments were once red with 
your own blood shall have a robe 
washed and made white in the blood 
of the Lamb. Then strike eight 
bells! High noon in heaven! 

While we are heartily greeting and 
banqueting the sailor patriots just 
now returned we must not forget 
the veterans of the navy now in 
marine hospitals or spending their 
old days in their own or their chil- 
dren's honesteads, O ye veterans, I 
charge you bear up under the aches 
and weaknesses that you still carry 
from the war times. You are not 
as stalwart as you would have been 
but for that nervous strain and for 
that terrific oxposure. Let every 
ache gnd pain, instead of depres- 
sing, remind you of your fidelity. 
The sinking of the Weehawken off 
Morris Island, Dec. 6, 1868, was a 
mystery. She was not’ under fire. 
The sea was not rough, But Admir- 
al Dahlgren from the deck of the 
flag steamer Philadelphia saw her 
gradually sinking, and finally she 
struck the ground, but the flag still 
floated above the wave in the sight 
of the shipping. It was afterward 
found that she sank from weakness 
through injuries in previous service, 
Her plates had been knocked loose 
in previous times. So you have in 
nerve and muscle and dimned cye- 
sight and difficult hearing and short- 
ness of breath many intimations that 
you are gradually going down. It 
is the service of many years ago 
that is telling on you. Be of good 
cheer, We owe you just as much as 
though your lifeblood had gurgled 
through the scuppers of the ship in 
the Red River expedition or as 
though you had gone down with the 
Melville off Hatteras, Only keep 
your flag flying, as did the illus- 
trious Weehawken. Good cheer, my 
boys! The memory of man is poor, 
and all tnat talk about the country 
never forgetting those who fought 
for it is an untruth, It does forget. 
Witness how the veterans sometimes 
had to turn the hand organs on'the 
Street to get thier families a living. 
Witness how ruthlessly soine of them 
Were turned out of office ‘that some 
bloat of a politician might take 
their place. Witness the fact that 
there is not a man or woman now 
under 45 years of age Who has any 
full appreciation of the four years’

Sometimes off the coast of Eng- 


land the royal family have inspected 
them for that purpose. In the Bal- 
tic sea the Czar and Czarina have re- 
viewed the Russian navy. To bring 
before the American people the debt 
they owe to the navy I go out with 
you on the Atlantic Ocean, where 
there is plenty of room, and in 
iinagination review the war ship- 
ping of our four great conflic 
776, 1812, 1865 and 1898. Swing 
into line all ye frigates, ironclads, 
fire rafts, gunboats and men-of-war! 
There they come, all sail set. and all 
furnaces in full blast, sheaves of cry- 
stal tossing from their cutting 
prows.

According to his own statement, 
Farragut was very loose in his mo- 
rals in Carly manhood and practiced 
all kénds of sin One day he was 
called into the cabin of his fathe 
who Was a shipmaster. His father 
said, “David, what are you going to 
be anyhow?" He answer i am 
going to follow the sea.’’ “Follow 
the sea,’ said tho father, ‘and be 


kicked about the world and die in a 






foreign hospital?’ “No,"’ said Da- 
vid; “I 1 going to command like 
you,” o,”’ said the father; “‘a boy 
of your habits will never command 
anything.’’ And his father burst in- 
to tenara and left the cabin. From 


that day David Farragut startea on 
a new life. 

Captain Pennington, an honored 
elder of my Brooklyn church, was 
with him in most of his battles and 
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had his intimate friendship, and he 
confirmed, what I had Jheard else 
where, that Farragut was good and 
Ciristian. In every great crisis of 
life he asked and obtained the Di- 
vine direction. When in Mobile Bay 
the monitor Tecumseh sank from a 


torpedo and the great warship 
Brooklyn, that was to lead the 
squadron, turned back, he said he 


was at a loss to know whether 
advance or retreat, and he says: “I 
prayed, ‘O God, who created man 
and gave him reason, direct me what 
to do. Shall I go on?’ And a voice 
commanded me, ‘Go on,’ and IT went 
on."’ Was there ever a more touch- 
ing Christian letter than that which 
he wrote to his wife from his flag- 
ship Hartford? ‘My dearest wife, I 
write and leave this letter for you. 
I am going into Mobile Bay in the 
morning if God is my leader, and I 
hope he is, and in him I place my 
trust. If he thinks it is the proper 
place for me to die, IT am ready to 
subinit to his will in that as all 
other things. God bless and pre- 
serve you, my darling, and my dear 
boy, if anything should happen to 
me. May his blessings rest upon you 
and your dear mother." 

Cheerlul to the end, he said on 
board the Tallapoosa in the last 
voyage he ever took, “It would be 
well if I died now in harne 
sublime Episcopal service 
dead was never more appropriately 
rendered than over his casket, and 
well did all the forts of New York 
harbor thunder as his body was 
brought to the wharf, and well did 
the minute guns sound and the bells 
toll as In a procession having in its 
ranks the president of the United 
Ziates and. his cabinet and the 
mighty men of land and sea the old 
admiral was carried, amid hundreds 
of thousands of uncovered heads on 
Broadway, and laid on his pillow of 
dust in beautiful Woodlawn, Sept, 
80, amid the pomp of our autumnal 
forests. 

But just as much am TI stirred at 
the scene on warship's deck before 
Santiago last summer, when the vic- 
tory gained for our American flag 
over Spanish cppression the captain 
took off his*hat and all the sailors 
and soldiers did the same and silent- 
ly they offered thanks to Almighty 
God for what had been accomplished, 
and When on another ship the sol- 
diers and sailors were cheering as a 
Spanish vessel sank and its officers 
and crews were struggling in the wa- 
ters and the captain of our warship 
cried out, “Don’t cheer; the poor fel- 
lows are drowning.”’ Prayers on 
deck! Prayers in the forecastle! 
Prayers in the cabin! Prayers in the 
hammocks! Prayers on the lookout 
at inidnight! The battles of that war 
opened with prayer, were pushed on 
with prayer and closed with prayer, 
and to-day the American nation re- 
calls them with prayer. 

We hail with thanks the new gen- 
eration of naval heroes, those of the 
year 1898. We are too near their 
marvelous deeds to fully appreciate 
them. A century from now poetry 
and sculpture and painting and his- 
tory will do them better justice 
than we can do them now. A defeat 
at Manila would have been an infin- 


to 














ite disaster. Foreign nations not 
overfond of our American institu- 
tions would have joined the other 
side, and the war so many months 
past would have been raging still, 
and perhaps a hundred thousand 
graves would haye opened to take 
down our slain soldiers and sailors. 
It took this country three years to 


get over the disaster at Bull Run at 
the opening of the civil war. How 
many irs it would have required 
to recover from a defeat at Manila 
in the opening of the Spanish war I 
cannot say. God averted the cala- 
mity by giving triumph to our navy 
under Admiral Dewey, whose coming 








up through the Narrows of New 
York harbor day before yesterday 
Was ureeted by the nation whose 


welcoming cheers will not cease to 
resound until to-morrow, and next 
day in the capital of the nation the 
Jeweled sword yoted by congress 
shall be presented amid booming

We used to spend the Thursday evening 
and the Friday evening before Council 
meeting working in Committees. The 
general Committees met on Thursday even- 
ing and the Executive Committee on Friday 
evening to receive their reports. Now we 
spend only Friday evening in Committees. 
All the members of the Council are sup- 
posed to be present, We always have a 
quorum, It was often impossible to secure 
quorams under the old system. Wach 
chairman takes the chair in turn, and does 
tke business of the Committee. Finally 
the chairman of the Executive (Finance) 
Committee takes the chair, and after the 
Executive passes the report of the other 
committees, it enters upon the considera. 
tion of matters that specially appertain to 
itself. The discussion of subjects in com- 
mittee is exhaustive, and the recommenda- 
tions usually prevail in council, The time 
occupied in council is now shorter than 
formerly, a3 a rule ; although many a stir- 
ring bre: zo, increasing ofteu to a gale, still 
blows on council night. 

The tail that formerly had to be reached, 
and moved to vote, no longer exists; tho 
Council is a solid, concrete body, without 
extremities through which full knowledge 
rarely coursed. It has now the character of 
4 board of directors of a joint stock com- 
pany ; noisier and less decorous than a 
board, I will admit, but prompted by an 
equal desire to do its duty. 2 

‘The press recognizes the great import- 
ance of the Committeo work now. Former- 
ly neither reporters nor editors ever 

appeared at Committee meetings. Now 
some of the ablest men on the papers at 
tend and provide their readers with intelli- 
gent reports of the proceedings, with com- 
ments ; not forgetting to note the repartee, 
the humor, and the lighter vein that not 
infrequently serves to alleviate, in some 
degree, the labora of the members, Cer- 
tainly at no previous period hag the press 
in this BE taken such an interest in 
municipal affairs ; and very largely owin 
to the efforts of the press, the tree thas 
formerly prevailed among the citizens has 
to a great extent passed away. 

_ No man with a bad reputation in connec- 

tion with municipal administration in the 
past, or one likely to make a bad record in 
the future, would now have a chance of 
election by all the people. Under the ward 
system of voting such a man could, and 
often did, secure a seat in the Council. He 
could manipulate a ward, but he cannot 
cajole the city. 


Wo have, as yet, scarcely got far enough 
away from tho ward aystem to bo free alto- 
gether from its influence. Occasionally 
the old habit will break out, and some one 
will give evidence that he is not yet fully 
cosmopolitan. In a year or eo, I think, to 
paraphrase Macaulay, ** All will bo for the 
city, and none will be for the wards,” 
much to tho relief of tho tronsury. y 

In my judgment tho legislative roform 
should advance further. If, say, ton men 
Sro to be elected I think each olector should 
ho a to vote for the full number. 
The elector should exercise his privilege, 
and aasume with it the roaponsibility of 
voting for some man for every chair to be

Inspiring Sermon by Rev. W. 
J. Gilliland, 


Rector of Emmanuel R. E. Church, 
on the Sacrament of Holy Com- 
munion and Its Teachings and 
Blessings to Mankind. 

October Ist was Communion Sunday in 
the Episcopal Churches, and, as was fit- 
ting, Rev. W. J. Gilliland, Rector of Em- 
manuel Reformed Episcopal Ohurch, took 
as his subject the Lord's Supper and its 
propor teachings and influences on all 
communicants of the Christian Ohurch, not 
of any particular sect, but ina catholic 
sense. The Rey. gentleman showed that 
the true object of the Lord’s Supper was 
to keep alive in the breasts of all Chris- 
tians the memory of the great and inesti- 
mable sacrifice made for us by the Saviour, 
and to help us to remember that only by 
walking in his footsteps and, in our humble 
way, emulating this example, could we 
hope to share His Kingdomin the world 
to come. The text was taken from St. 
Paul's First Epistle tothe Corinthians, 
fifth chapter, 7th and Sth verses : 


Purge out, therefore, the old leaven, that ye 
may be a new lump as ye are unleaven- 
ed, For even Christ our Passover is 
sacrificed for us, 

Therefore let us keep the feast, not with old 
leaven, neither with the leaven of mal- 
ice and wickédness, but with the un- 
leavened bread of sincerity and truth. 


The age of the apostles, said the preach: 
er, has always been referred to as the Gol- 
den Age of Christianity, Woe are apt to 
think, as we dwell upon the signs and yisi- 
tations seat to the Christians of the early 
ago, that they had more advantages than 
are vouchsafed to the Christians of to-day, 
but we must remember that the signs and 
blessings given to the disciples snd_beliey- 
ers of that day were meant to bo records 
for the paople of the world in ages then to 
come. One reason why Christianity in 
those days was so strong and sustaining in 
men was because then a man could not be 
a half-hearted believer and be counted a 
Christien at all, When aman became u 
church member in the days of St. Paul he 
had to place his life second to his religion. 
But in those days false prophets crept in— 
even as they do to-day. Thus the Christians 
of Corinth were urged by Sb. Paul 


to purge out the old leaven, meaning 
that they were to purge out from their 
midst anyone who violated the laws of 
Christianity. There are in the text one or 
two things we ought to notice in com- 
memorating the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. What the Passover was to the 
Jews the Lord's Supper is to us. Though 
the old trials and tribulations have passed 
away, still tho old-time blessings of the 
sacred feast of God's chosen people have 
been handed down to us. Among the 
Jews no one who was not perfect in the 
eyes of the law was allowed to keep the 
Passover. So it is to-day in the Christian 
Church. No cne who is not at peace with 
his God and his Church has a right to go to 
the Communion Table. But the Passover 
was only a sign to help men to remember 
that they had escaped from cacthly bond- 
age ; the Lord's Supper taught men that 
Jesus Christ suffered for them that they 
might escape eternal bondage. The Jews 
themselves refused to accept this great 
blessing. They refusod it because they 
failed to grasp (he fact that the Redeemer 
had died to save us all—Jew and Gentile 
alike. When we look at the state of the 
world to-day, when we note how little con- 
sideration is shown by mun to his fellow 
man, we realjza that we need a Passover to 
show us the true way to live. Oo’ that 
dread nigh. when the angel of death went 
through the land of Hgypt,only thuse were 
saved who had the lintel and the door- 
post sprinkled with blood, and to-day, if 
our hearts do not show that they have been 
sprinkled with the blood of tho Kedeemer 
we cannot hope for eternal life. We should 
eat of the Lord's Supper, not in sho literal 
senso, but ir a spiritual sense, that our 
hearts may grow in grace, As the feast ot 
the Passover was commanded to the Jews, 
so the feast of the Lord's Supper was com- 
manded by Jesus to his followers. ‘* Do 
this,” he said, ‘tin remembeance of me.” 
The Lord's Suppor shows to us, as the 
Passover showed to the Jews, the fact that 
not by any agency of map can we be saved, 
but by a power higher than that of man, 
The Sacrament showed us the wisdom and 
unselfishness of the Divine love—so free, 
8) full that the very poorest of God's 
creatures can receive as full a portion of 
the blessing as the most highly gifted of 
mankind. Tt brings us closer to Uhrist as 
we recognize the fact that Ho died for us 
through His great love for us. We know 
that the Saviour never asks us to do any- 
thing but for our own good, But there 
aro some things necessaiy for the proper 
celobration of the Lord's Supper. Henco 
to-day it is well that we should note tho 
trend of the times. Myatory always had 
a charm for mankind, and to-day it was to 
be noted that two large religious bodios 
had taken the liberty of literalizing cortain 
passages in the Bible, though they did not 
do so, or try to do so, with othors. They 
will tell you that the wafor you oat and the 
wine you drink is really and truly the flesh 
and blood of Obrist. He had neithor time 
nor inclination just now to point out the 
fallacy of the teaching, but tho simplo fact 
was that as we took the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper wo wore brought nearer to

He 
says the now walk is laid down on tho site 
of the old one, in defiance of the ordere of 
tho Council. 

Itis true the first proposition 


was to 


build the walk outside the troes,as request- 


shown by the Street Surveyor that such a 
thing was not practical, as there is a tile 
drain there, over whichthe walk would 
have to be built, the Council at once 
scinded the former resolution. 

In reference to the style of walk the 
Street Surveyor is putting down, it can 
only be said that according to the resolu- 
tion of the Council there are but two kinds 
of walks authorized tobe built, that is 
*limeolithic” as named by our friend the 
**Orphan,” and granolithic, which is the 
kind adopted in every progressive town

and City in Canada. The ‘Or 
phans,” for reasons best known 
to themselves, refused to adopt the 


latter style, and, of course, there wae 
no alternative but to give former. I hupe 
the Street Surveyor will dohis utmost to 
make the best job possible of these walka 
wherever they may be built. 

Although I am well aware they do not 
come up to the standard of first-class 
permanent sidewalks, they are certainly, as 
to the cost and permanancy, an improve- 
ment on the old system, with its ever 
broken planks and protruding nails. 

Any man who will give the matter any 
consideration will admit that the old 
system, which the present Council has 
wisely abolished, was the most expensive 
and unsatisfactory that could be pursued. 
More than twolve years ago I recognized 
this fact and endeavored in my place in 
the Council to have a system of permanent 
walks adopted, but I regret I could get no 
support, and the matter was allowed to 
drop. Thousands of dollars haye been 
spent in buying lumber and placing it, and 
to-day we have nothing to show for all this 
outlay, as is evidenced by the clamor for 
new walks froin all parts of the City, where-

Smashed Up 


Fortunately No One Injured. 

Arather serious smash-up occurred on 
tho lino of the Grand Trunk Railway hore 
yesterday afternoon, but fortunately re- 
sulted in noone being injured. Shortly 
after four o'clock «west bound freight 
train, drawn by one of the largo engines, 
No. 990, was pulling out of the yard on 
the main line, when suddenly a report like 
the discharge of a cannon was heard, 
caused by the breaking of one of the air 
brake bags. This had the effect of apply- 
ing the emergency brake, and in an instant 
five cars were in the air going in various 
directions, making acrash that could be 
heard for some distance. That portion of 
the train where the break occurred was 
opposite the frame building used for the 
various oflicas of the road. Three 
of the cars were thrown violently 
upon the platform and one fiat car, con- 
tuining an immense oil tank, was lifted off 
the truck and thrown crosswise over the 
platform, one end of it being within a few 
inches of the west end of the building. 
Another car was throwo northward across 
three tracks, alighting pear tho weigh 
scales, and narrowly escaped crashing into 
& coach of the Madoc train’ which was 
standing upon a siding. It was fortunate 
that at the time of the accident scarcely 
any person except the employees were 
about the platform or premises, or fatalities 
would certainly have occurred, The scene 
of the wreck at this time was one of con- 
fusion, and in a short time the news was 
heralded about and many flocked to the 
station, ‘The auxiliary and a large gang of 
men were at work in a few minutes, but it 
took some hours to clear up the wreck.

‘the Physiological Test. 
“You've heard the theatrical expres- 
ion ‘trying it on a dog,’ said a local 
Tepresentative of a great manufacturing 
- drugnouse. “Tt means an experimental 
performance of a new play in some small 
city. If the dog, otherwise the, small 
city, shows no great symptoms of dis- 
tress, they venture the thing in New 
York. Well, in our line of business we 
frequently ‘try it on a dog,’ also on a 
frog, a rat, a rooster, a guinea pig and 
other animals too numerous to mention. 
Our trials are literal, not figurative. We 
_ make them to ascertain the strength of 
certain drugs which for some reason or 
other defy chemical analysis, In such 
cases we resort to what is called a physi- 
ological test. 
“Suppose, for instance, we want to 
find out the strength of a sample of digi- 
_ talix, which, if In good condition, has a 
stimelating effect on the heart. Tho ex- 
_ perts on the staff of the laboratory at 
_ our works force a drop of the stuff into 
the stomach of a small frog, which is

HEROIC DUTCH BOYS. 


Why France’s Conquest of Antwerp 
In Ignored by French Write 
“Obstinate and brave as a Dutchman” 
was a familiar term in France 75 yeurs 
ago, when a handful of doggedly deter- 
mined and fearless boy Hollanders gaye 
one more proof of what Dutch courage 
really means. 

It was in September, 1830, that Belgi- 
um, which for 16 years had been under 
the rule of a Dutch king, rose in revolt 
and demanded the aid of the other Buro- 
pean powers in establishing her inde- 
pendence and a setting up of a king of 
her own. 

As may well be imagined, the Dutch 
took these proceedings very much to 
heart, but a very excellent army was or- 
ganized and the French government sent 
Marshal Gerard and General St. Ayr, 
with 78,000 picked soldiers of the grand 
army, to see that the Dutch were turned 
out of Belgium, bag and baggage. 

Marshal Gerard at once called upon the 
garrison in the citadel of Antwerp to 
surrender. This was on Noy. 29, and im- 
agine the surprise of both French and 
Belgians when General Chasse, the 
Dutch commander of this fortress, invit- 
ed his enemies to come and take St. 

Marshal Gerard warned General 
Chasse that he would besiege and bom- 
bard the citadel. “Besiege away,’’ was 
the gallant Dutchman's reply, though he 
had only 4,500 men under him, while out- 
side the walls his enemies_n }

Their humiliation was complete, how- 
eyer, when finally, on blowing up a lu- 
nette, they took 58 heroic Dutchmen pris- 
oners and found them, instead of tough 
yeterans, the merest boys—so young were 
40 of them that they had neyer had ra- 
zors at their chins, and their beardless 
faces, wan from toil and priyation, gave 
them quite the appearance of a band of 
sick children, 

At last, after 19 days’ desperate fight- 
ing, after 20,000 shot and shel] had been 
thrown into the citadel, General Chasse 
capitulated, and the French, very quietly 
and rather shamefacedly, entered the 
stronghold.

Mr, J. Nevin Doyle’s Manu- 
script Concert Las! Night. 


Large and Fashionable Audience Testi- 
fies to the Popularity of Belleyille’s 
Clever Composer, 





On the whole, Mr. Joseph Nevin Doyle's 
Manuscript Concert, which held the boards 
at tho Opera House last night, may safely 
To be sure, 
thore wore somo disappointments, but they 
are not to be laid at the door of the bright 
young gentleman whose compositions were 
last evening sung for the first time in pub- 
lic. Two ladies and one gontleman, whoso 
names were on the programme, did not 
putin an appearanee. One of the ladies, 
Miss Katherine Ward, was in the audience, 
bat was suffering from # severe cold end 
was unable to sing. ‘The other two artists, 
for private reasons, had left the City. 
Miss Ward's numbers were takon by Mr. 
Doyle himself, Miss Hungerford’s numbers 
are still unsung, and Mr, Brenton's place 
on the programme was acceptably filled by 
Mr. Brintnell. 


An air of expectancy hung over the au- 
dience as they awaited the rising of the 
curtain, for last night's concert was an 
unique affair. Not only were the songs to be 
interpreted by ladies and gentlemen with 
whom the people of the audience associate 1 
in everyday life, but the songs themsolves 
weré virgin compositions and it wasa Belle- 
ville boy, born and bred, who offered to 
them the fruits of his genius. It would be 
invidious and not by any means a graceful 
act to attempt to paint the lily (cone of 
Mr. Doyle's lilies need _ painting), 
nor, to use a hackneyed expression, to 
damn with faint praise, but fulsome, indis- 
criminate commendaticn is neither honest 
nor honorable, 


For the most part, in fact, inevery casa, 
Mr, Doyle's settings were tuneful and 
melodious, in some he showed flashes of 
genius, in some he descended to - but never 
below—mediocrity. Some of che accom- 
paniments were dainty and inspiring, all of 
them were fitting to the theme 
they accompanied, but, in one 
instance, in the chorus of ‘t Paddy the 
Piper,” the harmony seemed just a trifle 
questionable. All of Mr. Doyle's own 
numbers, ‘* The Gates of Light,” **Love’s 
Day” and ‘Sevilla Nights” were very 
pleasing. The first, a sacred song, was 
well suited to his voice, and was 
well received. As compositions, undoubt- 
edly the three best numbers rendered were 
** A Song of Maying” and ‘‘ Little Dusky 
Star,” by Miss Warrington, and “ Twilight 
Town,” by Mrs. Grant. Miss Warrington 
could hardly have found two numbers more 
suitelto her voice. Mr. Doyle's setting 
of the first number was superb,and the fair 
vocalist’s clear and dulcet tones were 
listened to with delight. ‘* Little Dusky 
Star,” a quaint little darkey melody, isa 
gem of the first water. Miss Warrington’s 
graceful presence and sweet voice made 
an excellent impression. The numbers 
assigned Mrs. Grant seived to show the 
range and flexibility of that lady's voice, 
and, particularly in her second number, 
‘Twilight Town,” a charming lullaby song, 
she sang with much sweetness and feeling. 
Mr. Geo. Fax’s interpretation of ‘* Paddy 
the Piper” was excellent, and gained him 
two encores. Mr. McLeod, who sang the 
“Tndian Serenade,” has a flexible and well- 
trained voice, but his enunciation could have 
been better. So far as the words were 
concerned he might as well have been sing- 
ing in Greek. In his encore song, *‘ Mary 
of Argyle,” he was much happier, and sang 
the tender old ballad with sweetness and 
feeling. Mr. Brintnell’s two numbers, 
‘*My Heart is Thine,” and ‘The Song of a 
Soldier,” were rendered in a pleasing way. 
The quartette by Mre. Grant, Miss War 
rington, Mr. McLeod and Mr. Fax was a 
fitting termination to an enjoyable enter- 
tainment. The theme was a tuneful one, 
and though the harmonious effects were 
not very striking the ensemble was at times 
delightful. Mr, Doyle has good reason to 
be proud of last night’s concert. Mrs. 
Colonel Campbell, besides playing a charm- 
ing piano solo, acted as accompanist with 
her usual taste and skill, as did also Mr. 
Doyle himself. Miss Mona Ward's recita- 
tion showed that young lady to be possessed 
of considerable dramatic skill, The follow- 
ing programme was rendercd :

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Body of Edward Kane Found 
in the Harbor, 





Had Been in the Water For Some Days 
~-Peculiar Circunistances Connect- 
ed with the Finding of the Body-- 
An Inquest Deemed Unnecessary. 

Shortly after four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, Mr, William Carter, the well- 
known boat-builder, found the dead body 
ofa man floating in the harbor. Mr. 

Carter was engaged to dismantle the yach* 





Tolanthe, she having gone out of commis- 
sion for the winter, and he was in the act 
of rowing oyer from his buat house to the 
yacht when he saw the body, which was 
floating between the yachts Vera and 
Tolanthe. He at once made » line fast to 
the body and towed it to the shore, and 
immediately telephoned for the police. 
Officer Stoneberg soon appeared upon the 
scene, and at first sight, before the body 
was taken out of the water, it was thought 
the dead man was John Cummings, known 
as ‘‘Slasher.” 

This, however, proved to be incorrect. 
When taken into Mr. Carter's boat house 
the dead man was soon identified as 
Edward Kane, a shoe-maker, who at one 
time was employed at Gorman’s Shoe 
House. 

The body was taken to Frost's undertak- 
ing rooms and prepared for burial. 

Dr. Farley, coroner, viewed the remains, 
and, after hearing the statements of mem- 
bers of the deceased man’s family, decided 
that an inquest was unnecessary. 

FP i1ward Kane was born in Ireland some 
58 years ago, and had lived in Belleville 26 
years. He leaves a grown-up family of 
three daughters and ono son, who reside in 
Doyle's terrace, near Brown’s foundry. 

In conversation with members of the 
family Ta Invevnicencer gathered that 
the deceased mar. left home on Thursday, 
the 5th instant, with the intention of going 
to Stirling to seek employment, as he had 
been out of work for some time. He was 
seen drinking in a hotel on the night men- 
tioned, and since then, so far as 
known, has not been seen alive. 
The eupposition is that he, while 
under the influence of liquor, made his way 
to the Park and walked off the east side of 
the island intothe water. It 1s believed 
that the body had only just risen when it 
was found, as parties had, in the moraing, 
rowed over the place where Mr. Carter 
found the body, and saw nothing. 

A pecuiisr circumstance connected with 


the case is that on the night previous to 


his discovery of ths body, Thursday night, 
Mr. Carter dreamed of the dead man, and 
says he saw him lying dead in one of his 
boats. 

“T knew who it was the moment I saw 
the boly,” said the boat builder. 


The deceased was a well-known character 


around the City, and expressions of regret 
for the unfortunate affair and sympathy 
with the family are general. 


The remains of the unfortunate man 
were jnterrei this afte:aoon at the ceme-

Ottawa, Oct. 14,.-—The Dominion 
Cabinet rose at 5 o'clock yesterday, 
and at 7 o'clock the following oficial 
statement was handed oul

of the Government in relation to the 
proposed contingent for service in 
the Transvaal has been inaccurate 
n the absence of any ofl- 
has induled in spe- 
culation, some of Which, perhaps, has 
misled its reade In matters of this 
kind there are reasons yr official re- 
ticence which only mol accustomed 
to the responsibilities of Government 
can fully understand, 

Tt was only within the last few 
days that the matter assumed such 
a shape ag admitted of rvernment 
action, and it was ne y that o& 
full council meeting be held to con- 
sider a question of 80 great impor 
tance, At no time was there ; 
question as to the de: irability of 
Canada co-operating with the home 
authorities in any movemont neces= 
sary for the promotion of Imperial 
interests. . 

Parliamentary Sanetion. 

The only question that causes a 
moment's delay Was Whether Parlic- 
mentary authority was not required, 
The sending of a contingent to the 
Transvaal involved not only the ex- 
penditure of an important step that 
had not been contemplated by Par- 
liament, and which migat possibly be 
regarded as a precedent in the mat- 
ter of so much consequence, Prece- 

dents ought not hastily to be estab- 
[ lished. Hence the first view that pre- 
vailed was that

Parliament should 
be summoned to confirm the action 
Which was proposed, Subsejuently 
it Was learned that the Imperial au- 
thorities had placed certain limita- 
tions on all colonial arrangements, 
Which, in reducing the initial cost 
and jin solving a somewnat serious 
constitutional question respecting the 
power of enlistment, obviated the ne~ 
cessity of a meeting of Parliament in 
order to clothe the Government with 
authority to take action. 

In view of this fact and of the ur- 
ent reasons for prompt action, the 
Ministers decided this afternoon to 
carry out an arrangement which had 
lween arrived at through communica- 
lion with the Imperial authorities. 
The Home Government agreed to re- 
ceive into the army in Africa a con- 
lingent Comprising a number of units 
of 125 men each, and certain officers, 
the highest to be a major, so that 
the unit may on arrival be consoli- 
dated with the Imperial forces under 
Imperial officers. 

Entirely Volunteer, 

The movement is to be entirely a 
volunteer one. The number of officers 
and men determined on jis 1,000, 
which is a much larger number then 
that supplied by any other colony of 
—the Empire. ‘Phe Militic Dopartment, 
Which has all its plans in shape, will 
immediataly provide arms and equip= 
ment for the necessary forces. 

The commanding officers of the va- 
rious corps tnroughout Canada will 
be asked to obtain the names of vo- 
lunteers, to be forwarded to the Min- 
ister of Militia, Only men in the 
very best physical condition will be 
accepted, and preference will be giy- 
en to good marksmen, It is expected 
for obvious reasons that chiefly un- 
married men will form the contin- 
gent. 

“Arrangements will be made by the 
Canadian Government for the equip- 
ment of the contingent as above 
Stated, and for the transportation of 
the force to a point of disembarka- 
tion in South Africa on arrival in 
South Africa, 

On arrival in South Africa the con- 

tingent will be received into the im- 
perial army and will come under the 
imperial army regulations.

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THE TRICKY ANT LION. 


One of the Most Fierce of All the In- 
sect Tribe, : 

One of the most fierce of all the insect 
tribe is the ant lion, This bitter enomy 
of the ants is a monster in form, but is 
hardly more thaw half an inch long. Its 
body is flat and covered with little bunch- 
os of spiny hairs. It has six legs that 
look feeble enough, but it has a head and 
pair of jaws that are as terrible as those 
of an alligator. 

Unable to moya rapidly or to fly, the 
ant lion gains its food by its wisdom. It 
makes pitfalls in the sand, down which 
the ants slide to certain death, For the 
purpose of digging this trap it hunts a 
spot of loose and dry sand under the shel- 
ter of a ledge or old wall or at the foot 
of a tree. In such places ants are sure 
to be running about. 

Haying found a place for the pitfall 
the ant lion makes in the sand a little 
round diteh about two inches across. 
Placing itself on the inside of this circle 
it thrusts the hind partof its body under 
the sand. Using one of its fore legs as 
fn shovel it puts a lond of sand on its 
head, which is square and flat. Then it 
glyes its head a jerk which tosses the 
sand to a distance of severnl inches out- 
side the circle. his process is done over 
(the insect always mioying backward) 
until another furrow is made, Turning 
and moving backward in the other direc 
tion the third furrow is made inside the 
second circle. his is done over until the 
ant lion reaches the center of the funnel- 
like pit thus formed, In shoveling out 
the sand the insect always digs at the 
inner side of the circle and makes the 
hole always deeper. If the ant lion finds 
a pebble in the way, it carefully rolls it 
on to its back and backs out of the pit 
with it, Wailing in this, it digs a hole 
and buries the troublesome stone. When 
the pit is done, it is about two Inches 
deep in the center, at which spot the ant 
lion takes its place, burying all but its 
terrible jaws from view. 

Pretty soon an ant In search of food 
reaches the pit, looks down, sees two 
odd looking prongs in the bottom and 
starts to find out what they are, Then 
the sand begins to give way and the 
scared ant tries to crawl out. If it 
seems about to do this, the ant lion loads 
its head with sand and snaps the sand 
at the ant. ‘This Is done 80 quickly 
that the poor ant is struck by, shower 
aftor shower of sand and knocked back 
into the pit. After the ant lion has sup- 
ped on the juices of the ant it tosses 
the carcass out of the pit, fixes what- 
ever dumages may have been done in the 
capture and awaits another ant. The 
ant lion will not take a dead insect. It 
wants to do its own killing. 

After two years of this tricky life this 
ogre of the pit makes for itself a cocoon 
of sand, fastened together and lined 
with silk of fine texture and color, On 
the outside this cocoon looks like a little 
ball of sand about halt an inch through. 
At the end of two months the cocoon is 
torn open and a large and beautiful fly, 
looking Ike a dragon fly, crawls out and 
unfolds ita damp wings. ‘Thus the flerce 
creature of the pitfall becomes a beauti- 
ful dandy of the insect world, which flits 
in the sunshine a few days and dies, after 
having laid some eggs that will hatch out 
more ant lions,

Old Kaspar, in Southey's poem, could 
not teil what tho battle of Blenheim was 
about nor what good camo of it. That 
we aro to reckon as an indication not of 
tho uselessness ot the battle but of the 
crass ignorance of Old Kaspat. What 
Little Potorkins there may heroaftor be 
to ask like questions jabouc Great 
Britain’s war with the Transvaal we 
know not. But assuredly there can be 
no need for even tho stupidest Old Kas- 
par to plead ignoranco of its cause, nor 
will there be, we fancy, aby doubt as to 
the good that will ultimately como of it. 
Wo need not trouble ourselves with its 
immediate provocation. 1% is the Teans- 
raal that has declared war. Tho Boers 
say the British have forced them to do 
Of that no convincing evidence is 
apparent. But back of such technicali- 
ties stand the great general principles, 
the dovelopment and maintenance of 
which have led to this final crisis. It is 
by them that merits are to be estimated 
and responsibilities fixed. 

What are the Boers fighting for ? ‘They 
say for their independence. But is it not 
for their independence of treaty obliga- 
tions and inteinational law ? Almost the 
last word spoken by Great Britain in this 
unhappy quarrel was a solemn renuncia- 
tion and denial of el intent to infringe 
upon the dcmestic autonomy of the 
Transvaal and the declaration of willing: 
ness to stand upon che conventions oi 
1881 and 1884. That is the offer which 
the Boers have refused. ‘Lney are fight- 
ing for an abrogation of a solemn agree- 
ment, and for che right to conduct their 
overnment in respect to alien settlers 
without regard to the commonly accept- 

ed principles of justice among civilized 

races. ‘I'hey are fighting todeny to the 

Outlanders the protection of the courts 

and the rights of citizenship. They are 
~ fighting to keep the American and Brit- 
ish settlers in the Tzansvaal forever sub- 
ject to that very **taxation without re- 
peesentation” against which our fore- 
fathers revolted in 1776 ‘They iguore 
the fict that domestic self government 
was granted in 1881, not to the Dopper’, 
not to the burghers, not to the Bee 
but to the ‘‘inhabitants” of the ‘Trans- 
vaal, and they insist upon arrogating to 
a minority the powers and privileges 
which justly belong to all,and upon 
treating the majority, compcsed of Brit- 
ish and American settlers, as—in their 
president's own phrase—‘* whit 
gers.” It isto maintain their ‘ 
endence ” upon such unjust and ba 
ee he Boers have 


BO, 









ou De n e 
“‘Naboth’s vineyard” talk that hag re- 
cently been current, to wit, that Great 
Briain simply covets the T'ransyaal land 
and gold, and has made up her mind to 
seize them. That was & good enough 
exmpaign cry for perfervid Anglophobe 
orators; but it was too contrary to 
known facts and too repugnant to com- 
mon sense to stand as a serious indict- 
ment. Neither is there reason to believe 
Great Britain sought to meddle with the 
domestic affairs of the ‘l'ransyaal bayond 
her right under the conventions of i881 
and 1884, seeing that from first to last 
she has based her whole caso upon those 
conventions. No ; but the British object 
is what was stated the other day with 
admirable lucidity by Lord Rosebe: 7 — 
than whom England contains no truer 
Liberal and no one who is less a jingo— 
as that of “rescuing our fellow counti;- 
men in the Tratisvaal from intolerable 
ynditions of subjection and injustice, 
and of sceuring equal rights for the white 
races in South Africa.” So Great Britain 
will enter this war on the ground of pro- 
tecting hor own subjects wherever they 
may be, A nation that does not do that 
is unworthy to exist. Ifthe Transvaal 
-Government had fulfilled its obligations | 
under the conventions this dif-oulty 
would not have arisen. Then the Out- 
landers would haye had representation 
jn that Government, and would haya 
been able to take care of themselves and 
Secure their own rights; they would 
have become citizens of the Tvansvar! 
and the Byitish Goyernment would have 
left them to work out their own salvation. 
But by denying them citizenship and re- 
presentation and the power of self-help, 
the Transvaal has compelled them to 
look t> Great Britain for aid and redress, 
and has justified Great Britainin ‘nter- 
yening in their behalf. 

Suppose that British subjects settle in 
France or Geimapy, and elect not to be- 
come naturalized, but to remain British 
Subjects, and that the Government of 
France or Germany ill-treats them and 
Oppresses them, Is there any sane man 
who will deny the right of the British 
Government to intervene for their pro- 
tection, and to require, even at peril of 
war, that they shall be treated with the 
common justice which the treaties guar- 
antee them? Well, this Transvaal cace 
is like that, excepting that the Outland. 
ers have been kept out of citizenship, 
not through choice but through compul- 
sion. Are we to say that Great Britain 

must submit to conduct on the part of 
the Transvaal which she would not and 
should not tolerate from France or Ger- 
many? Are we to concede to the Trans- 
vaal alone of ail countries in the ‘world 
exemption from the obligations and 
Operation of inte: aational law ? 

This war then is about tho rights of 
man : the Transvaal beginning it for the 
denial and fuppression of these rights, 
and Great Britain accepting the challenge 
for the maintenance and vindication of 
them, And the good that will come of 
it at last will bo the unquestioned and 
perpetual establishment of those righ 
in all South Africa for Briton, for Yan- 
keo end for Boer alike,

I hereby 
declare that I am willing to serve whorever 
Hor Majesty, the Queen, may. direct in 
the Canadian volunteers for active sorvice

Tho government seems to bo bungling 
things terribly in connection with the 
Manitoba portion of the Canadian Trans- 
yaal contingent. The matter has been 
pat in charge of a young eastern ollioer, 
and only one commission has been 
allotted to Manitoba, Tho 
seom to have been left out altogether ; 
not only as regards oflicers, but also 
as regards men. In recruiting in the 
West, tho government might at least 
have raised a characteristic force, Roose 
volt’s rough-riders wero the wc st striking 
and amongst the most usoful of the forces 
omployed in the United States Cuban 
campaign. Such a kind of forco would 
be most useful in tho Transvaal ; and the 
Canadian Vest affords just the material 
for such a force, both in men and horses. 
From the Dragoons,the Mounted Police, 
the ex-Mounted Policemen, and the 
ranches, a splendid bely of mounted 
men, first-class riders and erack shots 
could be gathered. ‘They could take 
the torm of Mounted Riffes, for which 
General Hutton says wo haye just 
the material, and which, he says, 
sre the most useful kind of troops 
for the prairie or the veldt. Tt is 
suggested that such a body of men be 
formed; and the Government. should 
certainly encourage its formation and 
endeayor to arrange for 1b to go. The 
horses that would be taken with it 
would, in themselves, bo a splendia ad- 
vertisement for the Canadian West, and 
would open the eyes of the Imperial 
Government as to tho value of this coun- 
try asasource of supply for army ro- 
mounts. Let the government abandon 
the half-heartedness and bungling it has 
hitherto shown in this whole matter. elf 
it does not, it will still further increase 
its unpopularity in the West.

AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE 


Angry Tumult in British House Stilled 
in a Moment, 


New York, Oct. 22.- The London cor- 
respondent of the World rays ;— 

“One of the most impregsive scones ever 
enacted in the house of commons was wi 
nessed there Friday night, The Irish 
members, with Dillon and Davitt in the 
forefront, were offering the sternest resist- 
ance at every step to the government's war 
policy. Their open ayowals of sympathy 
with the Boers and their reiterated charge 
that the war was deliberately provoked, 
had aroused the fiercest resentment and 
hostility among the ministerialists, and the 
proceedings threatened to terminate in 
some violent outbreak of passion. Buth 
sides were getting rapi ly b-yond control 
when Col. Kenyon Slaney, a Tory member 
with a record of conpicuous bravery cn the 
field of battle, rose and in a few brief, 
simple words, spoke with profound emo- 
tion, prayed fora truce to contention for 
that night out of respect to the dead and dy- 
ing Englishmen, Irishmen, and Scotchinen 
lying onthe battle field, as well as their 
gallant foes. ‘Che effect was instantaneous, 
The clamor was stilled and Mr. Dillon, 
acknowledging the manly spirit of Ovl. 
Slaney's speech which recognized the valor 
of England’s foes, appealed eish 
members to fall in with 4 
Then Arthur Balfour ackhowieayed the 
generous Atlitwse of tho Trishmen, and 
read a touching telegram announcing that 
Gen. Symcns, to whose gallantry the Brit- 
ish success was due, was mortally wounded. 
The whole money for the war was then 
voted, and without further discu:sion tho 
House adjourned. Tho swift transforma- 
tion from angry tumult and appsrently ir- 
reconcilable bitterness to solemn, calm and 
mutual forbearance, was indesoribably 
affecting and dramatic.” 
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THE FIRST RUBBER SHOES, 


They Melted Im Summer and Became 
Brittle In Winter, 

India rubber shoes were first manu- 
factured in Roxbury, Mass., in 1838, and 
yerily they were “fearfully and wonder- 
fully made.” ‘They really” bore no re- 
semblance whatever to a shoe, ‘They 
had the appearance of having been run 
into molds or blown, the same as glass 
bottles are mude. They were made of 
pure rubber gum, No attempt was 
made to imitate the shape of the shoe or 
foot they were intended to cover. In 
shape they were hollow tubes, tapering 
toward thie toe. 

At the place where the opening to pull 
on the oyershoe should be was an irregu- 
lar hole, without shape, just as they 
came from the mold, The hole was cn- 
larged with a sharp pair of shears to fit 
the instep, or cut bigh or low to suit the 
taste or caprice of the customer. The 
work was done by the salesman after 
the buyer has selected, according to his 
requirements, heayy or light, thick or 
thin. Men's sizes were very heayy, the 
soles being frequently. from one-fourth 
to a half inch in thickness. They were 
tied in pairs and stuffed with straw or 
hay to keep them in shape for shipment. 
A lady's foot, incased in such a huge, ill 
shaped mass of india rubber gum, weilgh- 
ing at least a pound, presented a clumsy 
appearance, indeed, particularly when 
compared with the light and truly ar- 
tistic appearance of the present styles. 

The tirst attempt at making overshoes 
of india rubber did not prove a success, & 
large amount of capital being sunk in the 
experiment, as well as all the unsold 
stock. ‘hey answered the purpose in 
cold weather, but would not stand the 
heat, melting into a disgusting mass. 

Experiments to remedy this difficulty 
resulted in veaching the opposite ex- 
treme, the cold weather freezing them 
brittle, so they could not be drawn over 
the shoe until they were thoroughly 
warmed, and this obstacle to success was 
not overcome until Charles Goodyear 
discovered his process of vulcanizing rub- 
ber, which bas rendered his name im- 
mortal, 

Rapidly following this era of improve- 
nents, the india rubber shoe began to 
assume beauty of proportions and prac: 
tical utility.

In 1796 a colony of six runaway slayes 
eame to the Stockbridge valley, the first 
of that race ever seen in Madison county.

They had scen all parts of the world 
where a ship could ride at anchor in a 
harbor, All could speak several tongues, 
but none could read or write. All were 
slaves from Virginia and had been bound 
out by their master for 21 years on a 
whaling vessel that was owned by a com- 
pany in New Bedford, Mass. The ship 
had started for the south sea, to be gone 
on a cruise of three years.

All this time,” said Paul Cuff, “we 
were riding over the sea in great splen- 
dor, harnessed to the biggest fish in the 
world and making the fastest time on 
record.” They saw and passed great 
merchant ships bearing their country’s 
flag, but they had no flag, no country, no 
home. ‘Chey passed an English man-of- 
war that gazed with amazement at the 
singular sight. hey thought it was the 
devil incarnate hitched to a dragon dnd 
fired a broadside at them, but their 
cannon balls passed a mile behind the 
sailors, so rapid was their course. On 
they went like a comet shooting its fiery 
flame across the sky. 

After riding in this style for almost 
three days up and down the ocean hiteh- 
ed to a Whale’s tail by a slender cord the 
great fish took a singular turn and a 
lucky one for the six sailors, He steered 
his course southwest and by accident 
struck the bay and outlet of the Raritan 
river, on the coast of New Jersey. The 
water was deep, and he followed’ its 
course for two miles. His nose struck 
the piers of a bridge that cost $7,000, 
and it fell with a crash into the river. The 
whale then struck an oyster sloop and 
shivered that to atoms, drowning three 
sailors. On he went, but the water soon 
became so shallow that he landed on the 
shore, and in three hours he was dead, 

By this singular accident the six ne- 
grocs became the owners of the whale. 
They sold it to an English oil merchant 
in New York city for $12,000 in gold who 
did not know they were slaves bound out 
in the marine service and not entitled to 
the whale under the laws. His title, 
however, proved good, for the company 
in New Bedford never heard of the 
trausaction in 20 ye The whale was 
really worth about $30,000 and was the 
argest ever found on the Atlantic coast. 
ving their money the slaves 
n, Which gave them 
00 cach, and, through the advice of 
r leader, Paul Cuff, they set rtheir 
faces toward the western wilds of the 
slate of New York. When they reached 
Albany, they met a Pequod Indian who

IN A POWDER MILL. 
Precautions Taken to Provide 


Against Every Form of Accident, 

The danger buildings of a powder mill 
are theniselyes so constructed that not 
a nail head or iron in any shape is ex- 
posed, and the roofs are made slight, so 
as to give eusy vent to explosions. The 
garments of the workers are pocketless, 
so that they cannot carry knives or 
matches, or, indeed, anything, and are 
made of noninflammable material, Eyen 
the buttons must not be of metal. No 
one is allowed to go about with trousers 
turned up at the bottom, because grit is 
collected in tkat way, and the merest 
hard speck of foreign matter in a charge 
of gunpowder is fraught with danger. 

The entrances to danger buildings are 
protected by boards placed edgeways, so 
that when the door is open nothing in 
the shape of dirt can work in. This also 
serves as a check to any one who might 
thoughtlessly proceed to cuter without 
haying first remoyed his boots and put on 
the overalls that are kept just inside the 
door. Doors are made to open outward, 
so as to enable them to escape the more 
readily, and on the approach of a thun- 
derstorm the works are stopped and the 
operatives repair to the different watch 
houses scattered over the 300 acres coy- 
ered by these extensive works. 

Eyery week the machinery is inspected, 
and the reports as to its condition are 
printed and filed. In the case of a dan: 
ger building needing to be repaired it 
must first be washed out before a ham- 
mer or other iron tool is admitted to it. 
When artificial light is required, as when 
working at night or in dull weather, the 
lights are kept outside, being placed on 
the window ledges. In the case of the 
works magazine, which is surround od 
with water, no light of any kind is ever 
permitted near it, These are only a few 
of the precautions against necidents at 
the works. They are sutlicient, however, 
to show how lively must be the sense of 
danger. Men In powder houses usually 
have an arranged plan of escape in their 
minds and at the least unexpected noise 
have not hesitated to plunge into the ca- 
nal.—Cassell’s Magazine.

Brilliant Success at Kimb 
With the Bayonet—Re 


ourt--Lancashires Charged 
inforcements Expected 


to Arrive on Saturday. 


Caprrown, Oct. 27, - Details of fighting 
about Kimbouri indicate that a smart en- 
gagement between the Boors and British 
took place outside the town. 

The British, commanded by Col. Scott 
Turner, advanced from the town, protected 
by an armored train. A second train fol- 
lowed, carrying ammunition. Col. Scott 
Turner was scon reinforced by Col. Mur- 
ray, leading a force of troopers with two 
Maxims. 

‘A force of Boers was encountered, The 
Maxim guns played havoc in the Boer 
ranks, and they returned the artillery fire 
unsteadily. 

Tho first armored train, with 150 men 
on board, was then run forward and at the 
same time the Lancashire regiment, under 
cover of tho Maxims, charged and drove 
the Boers helter skelter. 

Anumber of Boors were bayoneted. 
Commander Botha and many Boers wero 
killed. 

The British loss was 3 killed and 2b 
wounded, ‘I'ho engagement was a brilliant 
success tor the British forces. 





Lonpon, Oct. 27.—Military movements 
of great importance are evidently progress- 
ing in Natal, as the censor has again como 
down sharply on cable messages. No nows 
later than the report of the joining of Yule 
with White at Ladysmith have been re- 
ceived, The first of the reinforcements 
will not arrive before Saturday, if they do 
then, and the greate: t a: pr. hension is felt, 
but the most serious situation of all is at 
Mafeking. It is believed here that the 
town has fallen, It is beyond all reason to 
believe that Gen. Baden-Powell’s little 
band of 600 could withstand the attack 
begun by the Boers on the 24th.

which was named Eldorado, and it was a 
typical coal mining village. ‘ho gold oc- 
curred in a black earth,mixed ‘vith carbon- 
accous malter in the crevices of the rock, 
and could be washed out, and jater it was 
found in the eurrounding rock. Work was 
begun and a stamp mill erected, but it was 
soon found that the gold was in pockets for 
the most part, snd what was in the rock 
was so mixed with pyrites that the staup 
mill was useless. ‘he miners in conse 
quence packed their grips and many, poorer 
than when they entered,turned their backs 
on the desolate village. For a quarter of a 
century great bare, wenther-beaten hoard- 
ing houses and a ruined mill, and a moun- 
tain pocketed with water filled shafts have 
remained as tokens of thoso exciting timos. 
A couple of years ago, however, some new 
ventures were wade at this plave with some 
promise of success. 

The Richardson discovery led to others, 
some of which have proved more valuable. 
Miny Ceposits were found that assayed 
from $5 to $20) per ton, but of course the 
majoricy nearer the Jower figure. Stamp 
mills wore put up here and there, and 
villages in their neighbornood 1p ‘ang into 
cexistence, But foun every mine closed 
down and every village became a deserted 
village. If there was gold, what was the 
rerion of sudden failure on every hand, 
and why did every venture prove frui!less? 

It may bo stated at the outset that the 
ores in this county are low grade ores and 
hence, to be worked with profit, must be 
worked at a very low cost. As gi ld can be 
mined and extracted at less than $3 a ton, 
theso mines in time may yield good profits, 
but at the time menticned they were work- 
ed at a loss for three reasons: First, the 
ores were not understood ; secondly, there 
wasa lack of capital to obtain stivable 
machinery ; thirdly, asa rule, free gold in 
quartz was found on tho surface, but 
farther down the gold was in pyrates, and 
machinery placed to handle the first class 
of ore was useless for the other kind, 


Three years ag) tho gold fev.r broke 
out again. ‘Tho ores had in the meantime 
been subjected tu various tests and to new 
methods, and success seomed more prob sb- 
able. An English firm was induced to look 
over the country at that time, especially 
over the Marmora district, in which the 
rich Deloro mines are situated. After sat- 
isfying themselves the gold was there, and 
in paying quantities, they bought up min- 
ing rights on all the land they could get 
hold of and energetically set to work on 
the abandoned ‘Jot holes,” as they call 
them at Deloro. ‘Their enthusiasm arous- 
ed local companies and various minos were 
opened up. At Deloro the old shafts wore 
pumped out, tho ore brought to the. sur- 
face, and new machinery set to work, and 
with good results. Although tho company 
suffered loss through fire a year ago, they 
have rebuilt on a va ter scale, and hivo 
now an entirely new process, which is said 
to tako out all the gold. Besides this the 
tailings furnish the best of arsenic, enough 
to pay for the cost of extracting the gold if 
a market could be found for all that could 
be turned out, At prosent one shaft is 
over 400 feet deop, and thoy aro sinking 
still deopor, continually finding richer ore. 
Thus here, as in other districts near by, 
steady mining industry is being developed 
on @ surer basis.

Patriotic Speeches and 
Ringing Cheers 


Passed a Resolution Expressive of Their Pride in the 
Young Men Who Have Gone to the War, and 
Granted Them Each Four Pounds Sterling 





Once more THe INTELLIGENCER rises to 
remark, *‘ What’s the matter with Belle- 


ville?” With no uncertain sound tho 
answer can be given, ‘*Sho’s all right.” 
At the special meeting of the City 
Council last night, called by’the Mayor to 
tako action in regard to tfe South African 
contingent, there were fresent : His Wor- 


ship the Mayor, . Bogert, hore 
for, Doyle- and Sfar- 


Jones, Hanley, 1’ 
ling. 

Tn the auditorium of the Q. uncil Cham- 
ber wore gathered many prominent citi- 
zens of Belleville, among whom we noticed 
Col. Ponton, Major Pope, Rev. C. W. 
Watch, Messrs. Walter Alford, Henry 
Pringle, Wm. Johnsen, James Cummins, 
John G. Frost, U. EB. Thompson, C. J. 
Bowell, D. V, Sinclair and many others. 

When tho Mayor took the chair he sat 
beneath a canopy formed from a Union 
Jack, and on the right side of the Council 
Chamber was conspicuously displayed tho 
meteor flag of Great Britain. 

The proceedings were marked with the 
enthusiasm to be expected from a loyal old 
city like Belleville, and there was not one 
discordant pote to mar the harmony of the 
evening. Men of all creeds were there, 
and to the glory of the good old City of the 
Bay be it said, all differerces, whether 
political or sectional, were forgotten. 
Everybody joined with heart and voice ia 
praising the gallant Belleville boys who 
have gone forth to serve the Queen and do 
honor ‘o their native city. Emphatically 
be it said ; Bolfeville is all right ; her sons

sorvices and an expression of esteem for 
each and all of them. 

Tn eloquent and graceful words the moy- 
er spoke to his resolution. This had, he 
said, been a memorable week in Canadian 
history, he might say in the world’s history. 
On Monday mornirg last the scene was 
unique. We remembered how in '66 and 


those days they were going totho defence 
of their own Canadian home. This time 
our young men went to fight the battles of 
the Empire. The Lion had called and the 
cubs had answered. England's flying 
squadron was an object lesson to the world, 
and to-day she wes giving to the world an- 
other object lesson, which showed that the 
Empire was one, root and branch. By the 
time the Canadiats arrivcd in Africa it 
was thought by many that the 
fighting would be oyer, but, be that as it 
may, he was sure that if the Belleville boys 
had fighting to do they would not shirk 
their duty. The speaker quoted Kipling 
—"The bloomio’ old rag overhead,” ete. 
We were proud of our flag, but preuder 
still of our boys. He hoped they would 
come back safe and sound. He was glad 
the Mayor had called the meeting. O.h>* 
cities had given iheix boys something, ad 
hethought the loyal old_city of Beilevi'lo 
shvuld contribute as a municipality. He 
had much pleasure in moying the resolu> 
tion he had just read. lonrly cheers 
greeted the speaker as he took his seat. 

Ald. Doyle was evidently deeply moved 
when he arose to second the motion. His 
words were few, but they had the real old 
patriotic ring about them. He was, he 
said, heartily in accord with all the senti- 
ments expressed by Ald. Bogart. He could 
hardly find words strong enoagh to describe 
his feelings towards our dear, brave Belle- 
vills boys. le hop:3 that when they 
rotuiar2 the city would be in a position to 
give them a royal welcomo, 

Ald, Panter, who was evidently Isboring 
under strong emotion, said this was the 
home of Nnglishmen, Irishmen and Scotch- 
men. Nobody needed to be told whac 
those three races had done tor the Empire 
in days gone by. ‘The action of our young 
men showed that their forefathers had im- 
parted to them the right spirit. He thought 
the action of the Council was universally 
approved of among the citizens. 

Ald. Hanley said that, as we couldn't all 
volunteer (some of us, he said, must stay 
home and pass resolutions), we must appre- 
ciate the action of those who did go. ‘The 
Council could not do less than they were 
doing tc-night. It would be a sad thing if 
the boys were allowed to leave Quebec 
without some recogaition of theic services 
being shown. It was as little as we could 
do to pass tho resolution of Ald. Bogert.

The Mayor, laughing—‘*Well said for an 
Englishman.” 

Mr. Uriah Thompson, President of the 
Veterans’ Association, said he was sure 
the Council had done tho right thing, and as 
a fairly large tax payer himself ho was 
quite in sympathy with their action, It 
was gratifying to him, as an old member of 
the Fifteenth Battalion, to see that they 
had made such a good showing. (Cheers.) 


Mr. Henry Pringle was called upon, and 
ssid he had had no idea of taking part in 
the proceedings other than by showing by 
his presence that ho was in entire accord 
with the movement.

‘Brilliant Succesx of a Handful of

London, Oct. 28.—During the mo- 
mentary lull in the fighting in Natal 
_ comes news from the western border,

It were well that the people of Canada 
should know who the mon are that now 
rule Canada, and what thoir opinions and 
fentimopts are upon questions affecting 
the status of Canada as an integral portion 
of tho British Empiro, and what our res: 
ponsibilities are as British subjects. ahis 
k.owledgo canndt better bo ascertained 
than by reading the utterances of. cur pub- 


lic men. 4 
When the war now raging in South 
Africa first broke out the question at once 
arose, What is Canada going to do? True, 
the Commons and Senate had unanimously 
passod resolutions expressing strong sym 
pathy with England in her strupgle to 
sccure for her subjects in the Transvacl 
that liberty which every freeman should 

enjoy where heavily taxed in support of a 

goverament. Were any further steps to 

bo taken? ‘To set this matter at rest tho 

Premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, sought an 

interview with a Toronto Globo reporter 

and, among other things, said : 

There is no menace to Canada, and 
although we may be willing to contribute 
troops, Ido not see how we can do s0. 
Then, again, how could wo do so with: 
out Parliament's granting us the money! 
We simply could not do anything. Io 
other words, we should have to summon 
Parliament. The Government of Can- 
ada is restricted in its powers. It is re- 
sponsible to Parliament, and it can do 
very little without the permission of 
arliament. 

This view was endorsed by the Master 
of the Administration, the Hon, J. Israel 
‘Tarte, who exclaimed 

What have we to do with the things in 
Africa? What interests have we in t 
Transvaal? Why should we take the 
money and the blood cf our people to 
spend them in such far-away regions ? 
This is not all, this same gentleman at 

banquet of a Tefcrm Qlubin Montreal, 
since his return from France, gaye u-ter- 
ance to sentiments which must grate upon 
the ears of cvery loyal Liberal, when he 
considers that this same Tarte is a promin- 
ent member of a Ministry which he sup- 
ports. Here is what ho said ; — 

I return from France, where I received 
the care that French science can give, 
and I return to Canada more French 
than ever. Iam a Minister in a British 
Government, and I have the right to say 
that Lam French, But I tell you this _ 
If to declare myself a peti he etojcot 
would prevent mp font being French, 
‘lien I-wonld Yefuse to call myself a 
Britisk subject. We make no threats, 
as tho ballot box is our best defense. 
We are happy and free under British 
institutions, but France is always my 
desr country. 

Are these sentiments which should fall 
from the lips of a Canadian Minister of tho 
Crown? Wo leave the answer to the hon- 
est Liberals of Canada. 

These utterances, unfortunately, are not 
confined to Laurier and Tarte, Mr. O. 
Desmarais, M.P., « follower and admirer 
of the Premier, joins in the view taken by 
his chief and exclaims — 


You will ask me what is the reason of 
all the agitation created on this ‘Trans- 
vaal question. Itis very simple to ex- 
plain, It is to please some English 
Jingoes some soldiors burning with jin- 
gvism. It is to please these people that 
the Laurier Governmentis asked to allow 
its troops to be sent to the ‘Transvaal, 
creating tho ridiculous precedent that 
every time now that England will have 
to fight with a country situated at the 
ends of tho earth, in Asia, Australia, 
Oceanica, we Canadians will have to put 
our hands in our pockets, give the monoy 
the Government collected by the taxes 
imposed upon us, take your own sons, 
drag them away from your families, and 
sond them tothe darkest countries to 
fight under severe circumstances for 
questions in which we are not interested.

By Women. 


(From Toronto Saturday Night.) 

Tf a call is nade for another contingent, 
how would it be to let a committee of tho 
women of Toronto select them? ‘There 
are enough women in this city who are 
conversant wih the facts to select a thou- 
sand men who could be sent to the front 
without depriving anybody of a bread- 
winner, a help-mate, ora sincere friend, 
Atleast, this is what a lady has told me, 
and it strikes mo that sho is not very far 
wrong, asshearguesthat ‘instead of send 
ing our brightest young men as oflivers and 
our sturdiest lads as privates, why notlet 
us women pick out some able bodied people 
who could be properly spared? I think I 
could select 4 unit of a hundred and twen- 
ty five men who as sons, brothers, hus 
bands or fathers are absolutely useless to 
the community. Many of them are ex- 
perienced fighters because they fight with 
the'r friends, and their wives, and their 
relatives, and ought to te able to fight the 
Boers. We will toss up for officers, and 
then hurl them atthe enemy, praying to 
God that they will never come back. I 
have just beon weeping with two or three 
mothers and a wife who are losing, as they 
think, the best men they know, and it 
strikes me that the next time we ought to 
pursue a different plan of selection. The 
worst we know should be sent. Properly 
togged outina uniform and officered by 
somebody who could make chem toc the 
mark, the fellows we women would select 
would make just as good targats for bullets 
asthe most chivalric men in the world, 
They would fight, too,” she said, “like 
devils, because they are devila at home, 
though they may not be on thestreet. If 
we could get rid of a thousand of these 
follows once per annum we could well 
afford to pay the expenses ourselves if tho 
British War Office would guarsntee that 
none of them sutyived.”” 


Tam quite in sympathy with this move- 
ment. Itshould be our useless instead of 
our useful citizang who go to war. Perhaps 
itis not our most energetic people in a 
business way who go out and offer them- 
Selves as sacrifices on the field of honor, 
but still they are good fellows. Men who 
do not fear death are ge nerolly those who 
dy not fear life, and those who most un- 
hositatingly start out to killa man or two 
to prove their courage, are generally those 
Who are most gentle to their friends and 
are satisfactory as sons, brothers and hug- 
bands. If we become as warlike as it 
Seems wo aro likely to bo, let us all quiotly 
get up a list cf the pext few thousands that 
wo are willing to part with.

Following in tho same line of argument 
is La Presso, a French Canadian paper pub- 
lished in Montreal. It, in a leading aracle 
diecussing the Governmont’s decision to 
send a contingent to the Transvaal, says in 


part: 

The French-Canadian element is cer- 
trinly opposed to the sending of ® con- 
tingent, armed and supported by us, but 

in that there is nodisloyalty. The new- 

ly formulated doctrine that all England's 
fights are ours must be, liko other ques- 
tions, subject to the rules of moderation 
aid precedence. If Knyland wero in 
any dangor it would be another question ; 
but such a condition does not exist, and 
French-Oanadians owe their first duty to 
their country. Happily, the nglish 
Government has faced the false situation 
in which we were being put, and with 
the practical spirit it shows in all things, 
it has cut short tho difliculty. It asks 
for volunteers at its own expense, and 
those who wish to go can go. It is very 
probable, under the circumstances, that 
the French-Canadians will not bo the 
last to enrol, but it will be Mngland 
which will assume all the responsibility. 
Notwithstanding these strongly express- 
cd opinions, and the declaration of Sir 
Wilfrid that he could mot moyo without 
the sanction of Parliament, ho was forced 


jnto action by public opinion, the result: of 


which is that Mr.T, H.2Fssclrassa, meni- 
her of Lie House of Commons,and ono of Sir 
Wilfrid's Strouigest supporters, acting upon 
tke decision of his loader that he could do 
nothing ‘without Parliament granting him 
the money,” in order to secure which he

resigned his seat, and is now appealing to 
tho electors of his county, which is French, 
for approval of the courso he has taken, 
which there is little doubt will be given, 
though for the credit of the county it is 
to be hoped he may not recoive it. 

Ina letter of explanation Mr, Bourassa 
says : 

If offers have been made, whence and 
from whom? Is the Dritish Mmpire 
really imperilled and praying for our 
help’ to defend it, or are we face to face 
with an attempt at military federation 
ofthe Empire, a scheme dear to Mr. 

Chamberlain? Those are the questiors 

that the Canadian people had a right to 

put and have answered clearly before 
they are driven into war, the causes and 
the legitimacy of which I am not going 
to discuss now. Itis suflicient for mo 
to say at the present moment that this 
war is not the act of the British people ; | 
that ir has heen condemned beforehand 
ly several of the most distinguished 
statesmen of the United Kingdom ; that 
it has no beuring whatever‘upon the in- 
terests proper to Canada, or upon those 
interests which are common to both 

Great Britain and Canada, that, sce ord- 

ing to the loudest imperialists, it throat- 

ens in no way the security of the Km- 
pire. 

These were clearly the sentiments’ of 
Sir Wilfrid until compelled by the force of 
public opinion to act.
